Moon, according to ac- 
counts from detectives, was 
shot about 10 minutes after 
he had sold Butler a quantity 
of heroin. The deal was ap- 


parently handied.at streetside 
in front of the food bar where 
Butler was in his car with

The three other men in 
Butler's car have not been 
implicated in the slaying, 
detectives said. 

Police said Butler just 
came to Columbus from 
Datroit about a month ago. 

In that short span of time, 
he managed to get arrested 
for auto theft and carrying 
concealed. weapons. The 
auto theft charge was drop- 
ped, however, and Butler got

police who surprised them at 
a burglary scene. 

Churchill was captured af- 
ter a short foot chase and 
taken to City Prison where he 
was charged with burglary. 
He pleaded innocent at his 
arraignment and was 
scheduled to have a prelimi- 
nary hearing on Thursday. He 
is held under $5000 bond, 

Willis faces charges of 
carrying concealed weapons 
and burglary. He has not 
been formally arraigned but 
his bond has been set at 
$10,000. 

Police said Willis was ar- 
med with a loaded, .38-cali- 
ber revolver which he al- 
legedly pointed at several of- 
ficers.

Mr. Poitier, apart from his 
first-class job of directing, 
also played a_ most _im< 
pressive role-as “Buck,” a 
wagon-master who ted a 
number of treed slaves to the 
West. 

Harry Belafonte appeared 
@s the preacher and was paid 
A high tribute by the premiere 
audience for the superb way 
in which he played his role — 
always clutching his pistol- 
packing copy of the Bible, 
while teaching Buck a few 
tricks on how to get money 
the easy way. 


The representatives of the 
white plantation economy 
tried to force the Exodusters 
to return to the South by bur- 
ning their crops and 
destroying their possessions.

All were in the Bahamas for the 
benefit showing of Nassau of Poitier's first directorial 
assignment, “Buck and the Preacher.” 


Exhibiting Mr. Poitier’s 
traits of perfection in 
everything he does, the film 
faithfully portrays human suf- 
fering, joys, love, hope and 
brotherly unity. It is a superb 
movie and is sure to bring 
high tribute to both Mr. 
Poitier and Mr. Belafonte. 

At the conclusion of the 
film, the Hen. Cariton Fran-

Ruby Dee As Hansberry 
Is Young Gifted, Black 


There is personal anger, 
undiluted by her dignity, as 
Ruby Dee laments the 
premature death of black 
playwright Lorraine Han- 


« sberry. 


And it is this dignity and 
this anger that invest her role 
as Lorraine Hansberry in the 
NET Playhouse Biography 
production of “To Be Young, 
Gifted, and Black" to be seen 
on PBS Thursday, January 
20, 1972, 8:30 p.m. on 
Cleveland's Ch. 25. 

She is not alone in 
“playing” the late author: for 
all seven actors remember 
and give their own artistic 
birth to Miss Hansberry -- 
through her own words. (The 
cast includes Claudia 
McNeil, Al Freeman Jr., and 
Barbara Barrie.) But a human 
chord extends from the one 
woman, still vital, still 
evolving as actress and per- 
son, to the other, who died at 
age 34. 

In 1959, Ruby Dee played 
Ruth Younger _in_ Miss Han- 
sberry's © award-winning 
“Raisin in the Sun.” There is 
even a physical resembiante 
between the two women -- 
small, with fine features and 
a@ wise quizzicality —- and a 
friendship that was stilled by 
Lorrain's death. But more: 
their struggle has been the 
same. And there are 
moments when their percep- 
tions match. 

So here is Ruby, 
reminiscing on her last visit 
to the hospital; “Such_a sad- 
ness came over me, And | 
thought, ‘if only you could 
give a little piece of your life 
so that this very superior life 
could go on,’ That one so 
young should have thought 
80 deeply and so accurately - 
- only to be cut off.” a 

Other meetings also mingle 
in Ruby's thoughts: “After 
the previews of ‘Raisin,’ the 
director said sémething to 
me that changed the basic 
motivation of the character. | 
had an argument with him. 
And Lorraine caéme over to 
comfort me and to explain, 
But | was so put out.” 

There is a gentle smile, a 
sadness at the words that 
can never be withdrawn. 
Then she continues: “Ruth 
was one of those difficult 
background characters —like 
a figure in a painting against 
which the colors stand out." 

For Ruby, the play was 
both a triumph and 4 sur- 
prise. The public accep- 

wasn't something any 
of us had anticipated. It was 


_teally high-level soap opera. 
There was mon ine 
different guise, helping the 


young, @ 


black boy to go onward and 
upward in a white man's 
world.” 


She adds that many 
developments of the 1960s 
have- made the piay ‘passe in 
@ way. We have community 
control, community  in- 
volvement. Black people 
don't have to move into white 
people's neighborhoods. One 
of the solutions has been 
smaller groupings within 
cities, away from giantism, 


giving more attention to 


human factors.” 

She is speaking of matters 
that concern her as an in- 
volved black woman and ar- 
tist. Now she veers back to 
Lorraine Hansberry: “At the 
end, she was searching for 
herself -- asking if, like LeRoi 
Jones, you can do both — can 
you be an artist and. a par- 
ticipant. | think she was 
headed in that direction. Af- 
ter all, the artistic function is 
fed by acts of participation,” 

it is the search of an artist 
for her deepest roots that 
illuminates “To Be Young, 
Gifted and Black.” In Ruby's 
words: "'I like best the artist's 
internalizing. You see the 
Struggle it is to become 
anything -- the doubt, the 
exhilaration, the hope.” 

Described by Ruby as “a 
testimonial — a tribute to a 
bright young mind,” “To Be 
Young, Gifted and Black" 
was shaped by Lorraine's 
husband Robert Nemiroff 
from her plays, letters, and 
diaries. It has been recon- 
ceived for television by 
producer Robert M., Fresco. 

Ruby is also mother of 
three children and wife of 
author- actor Ossie Davis. 

Together, the couple give 
readings, back political and 
humanitarian” causes, and 
give. a full rendering to their 
sense of human involvement. 

She has even taken up 
painting, with great internal 
satisfaction. During filming of 
“Buck and the Preacher” 
(with Sidney Poitier and 
Harry Belafonte), she felt a 
sense of herself as a 
fledgling painter in Mexico. 
“It was dusty and rough. And 
there was such peace, sitting 
by my easel and watching the 
sun rise.” . . 

A full life, and a good one, 
It might be described as the 
fulfillment of-Lorraine Han- 
sberry's own words a decade 


“Though it be a thrilling 
and marvelous thing to be 
merely young and gifted in 
such times, it is doubly so, 
doubly dynamfe -- to be.

There are three well-known black players in the Big Ten 
who played high schoo! basketball in Columbus. 

Keith Young, a sophomore at Minnesota, was a guard on 
Mohawk city championship team, Harold Sullinger, who tor- 
merly played at Eastmoor before ‘transferring to Camden, 
N.J., is a starter with lowa. The third Big Ten player from 
Columbus is Nick Conner of East. 

Since many fans are familiar with plaudits of Eddie 
Ratleff of Long Beach State and Dwight Lamar of University 
of Southwestern Louisiana, let us tell you a little more about 
Conner. - 

During Nick’s three years at East, the Tigers won 70 and 
lost one. That one defeat was to Linden-McKinley’s 1967 
state championship team. East won the state title in 1968 and 
‘69. 

“Nick is one of our more enthusiastic: players,” Coach 
Harv Schmidt. of Iitinois said. “He has- excellent jumping 
ability and has given every indication that he has matured as 
a player: Surprisingly talented; he can do more things than 
anybody else on the team.” 

Coach Schmidt said he noticed Nick “plays in spurts 
and need to improve consistency: He can dominate™the 
game,” the coach added: Schmidt also said Nick played well 
with his. back to the hoop but has not been sound deten- 
sively because of his “shot blocking ability,” 

Nick was a starter eight times with Iilinois last year and 
Saw action in all 23 games. As a Sophomore he was second 
in.rebounds with 162 (7.0 per game). In some of his big 
games last year, he scored 15 points against Southern 
Calffornia;’'17 on Minnesota and 15 against Ohio State in St, 
John Arena. : 

The Illini coach opened the 1971-72 season, with Nick at 
one of the forwards. Conner scored 22 points in Illinois 
opening game aginst Butler. He has scored 136 points in 10 
games for a 13.6 average. He is fourth in scoring and third in 
rebounds behind Nick Weatherspoon and Bill Morris. 

After defeating Northwestern, lilinois has cooled off with 
the weather losing to Michigan 75-70 and Purdue 85-74. 
Conner scored four points against Michigan.and six against 
Purdue. 

Ohio State plays at Illinois on Feb. 19, This game will be 
televised. The Illini comes to St. John Arena on Feb. 29. At 
the present time, lilinois is 1-2 in the conference and 9-3 for 
the seagon. | 

Michigan had eight black players on its squad which 
made the trip to Columbus to play the Buckeyes. One of 
these black players was Terry Tyler from Dayton Chaminade, 
Tyler and Dan Gerhard of the Buckeyes were teammatas on 
Chaminade state high: school championship team. 

When Coach Fred Taylor recruited Wardell Jackson, he 
also tried to get Tyler. Taylor found a good one when he 
selected Jackson of Toledo MaComber. R 

Jackson is getting better with each game. He can 
rebound with the best, He seems to come through with a key 
rebound when the other Bucks are standing around looking. 
He is second in rebounds with 84. Luke Witte is the Buckeye 
leader with 160 for 12 games. . 

Wardell was an all-Ohio forward in high school. He was 
captain of his team and scored 35 points for his best perfor- 
mance. 

As a freshman Jackson only played in one game. He had 
the little problem of getting adjusted in the classrooms and 
became ineligible for the rest of the season. In-his one fresh- 
man game, he scored 19 points and snatched down 19 
rebounds, _ : ra ‘ 

Coach Taylor started out using Jackson very sparingly. 
However, by the time the Buckeyes arrived at L.A. for the 
Bruin classic, Jackson was a starter. In 12 games this 
season Jackson has scored 95 points for a 7-plus average. 

Former Buckeye players. kept the Columbus airport in 
business last Saturday. John Brockington left for L.A. to 
begin training for the all-pro game on Jan. 23. 

Joe Roberts, freshman coach at lowa, arrived in town to 
scout the Ohio State-Michigan game, Jim Cleamons arrived 
from Philadelphia. 

The Buckeye 1970-71 basketball captain was on hand at 
half-time of the Michigan-Ohio State basketball game to 
receive the Silver Basketball trophy which is given to the 
athlete who is selected as the Most Valuable Player in the 
Big 10 last year. Cleamons and his mother were escorted to 
the middle of the basketball court by Assistant Director of

| know my heart jumped 
when Louis hit the canvas in 
the fourth round and when 
the German finally socked 
Louis with a solid right in the. 
V2th.and Louis hit the canvas 
again. | didn't sleep the en- 
tite night. | Kept repating fo 
myself, “It didn't happen, 
knowing full well it did,” 

It was a mystery to us as it 
was to millions of boxing 
fans over the entire world. 

Louis was hailed as the 
greatest heavyweight fighter 
of all time, Remember, it was 
later that the two met and 
Louis made amends by 
giving Schmeling the worse 
beating a fighter has ever 
gotten Louis smashed the 
German. into dream land-in 
the first round. . Once again 
belis rang in big cities and 
towns alike, even Europe 
celebrated. Hitler was a 
beaten man, One would think 
the entire nation of Germany 
had been beaten and to the 
Germans it had. 

Never had boxing received 
such a jolt to the 
heavyweight division as 
when Louis completed that 
knockout. 

Louis was even compared 
to Jack Johnson, the first 
black heavyweight king and 
the greatest fighter of them 
all, barring none, 

Louis was a 10-1 favorite to 
beat the older German. 

The right hand punch to 
Louls' jaw in the fourth round 
was the beginning of the end 
for Joe. He was groggy and 

= never got over. the fourth 
found, There were many who 
hoped Louis would shake it 
off, but every time Louis 
would lower his right hand, 
Schmeling Would throw a 
hard right over his dropped 
mit. 

Louis faded from the fourth 
round in a most astonishing

As the fight progressed

Schmeling was a happy 
man, while Louis knew he 
was in a Battle and learned a 
solid lesson. 

Louis got the fight to-meet 
the champion, James J. Brad- 
dock, 

The Brown Bomber was 
ready on June 22, 1937, 

That night Louis was a tim- 
ber man_and cut down Brad- 
dock bit-by-bit.

COLUMBUS, 0O.-An Ohio 
State University psychiatry 
professor, who conducted a 
survey of drug use among 
youths, says about 15 per 
cent of the high school 
population accounts for most 
teen-age drug usage. 

-Dr. R.. Dean Coddington, 
professor of psychiatry and 
pediatrics and director of the 
child psychiatry division at 
Ohio State, said: “We have 
heard that many high school 
Students are involved in drug 
use, and we wanted to see 
what types of drugs were 
being used and what ages of 
youths were using various 
drugs.” 4 

Although a small percen- 
tage of youngsters take 
drugs, this 15 per cent of the 
youth population of Ohio 
represents about 86,000 
junior and senior high school 
students who have used 
alcohol and two or more 
other drugs at least once, he 
said, ‘In view of the figure of 


community in Cleveland, sup- 
Port this statement by their 
feader, describing the Baton 
Rouge demonstrators as 
‘renegades’. 

In Baton Rouge, however, 
Police claim that they 
recovered Muslim literature 
from motel rooms occupied 
by the group. The group 
began arriving in Baton 
Rouge during the first few 
days of the New Year, and 
@re reported to have stayed 
at top-flight motels, where 
they paid their bills in cash 
daily. Most of them were 
dressed in-dark business 
Suits and the traditional black 
bow ties that have become a 
Muslim trademark around the 
country. 

On New Year's Eve three of 
the early arrivals were 
arrested for soliciting funds 
without a permit, and this in- 
cident is believed to have led 
to the mass protest last week 
that precipitated the clash 
with police. 

A black merchant, W. Reed 
Canada, described how the 
militants appeared on the 
Streets last Tuesday morning, 
and a spokesman told the 
assembled crowd "We came 
to give your city back to 
you."" The group then 
blocked street areas with 
automobiles bearing out-of- 
state licenses. 

Reports of the shootings 
that followed vary widely, 
posing questions that may 
never be answeted satisfac- 
torily, 

One is why the “Muslims,” 
if indeed they were Muslims, 
selected Baton Rouge, a 
deep South city for their 
target. 

The other is whether or not 
the slain sheriff's deputies 
were killed by guns brought 
in by the demohstrators, or 
whether they were the victims 
of a police crossfire. 

Black citizens of Baton 
Rouge are finding it difficult 
to restrain their admiration 
for the group's courage. One 


told newsmen, “they certainly 
were nof afraid to die and the 
cops knew it,” 

The city and parish police 
blocked off the area by cir- 
cling «the block containing 
the theater. They wore 
helmets, and carried sub- 
machine guns, riot guns, 
double-barreled shotguns, M- 
{carbines and M-16 
automatic weapons. One 
Policeman had a bayonet af- 
fixed to hisM—16. 

The police moved through 
the area after the shooting 
and routed Negroes trom 
buildings. 

Supporting. the claim of the 
22 blacks. arrested, eight of 
whom. have been charged 
with murder, that they were 
unarmed and were fired upon 
by police, is the fact that they 
fought the police, tooth and 
nail, with their bare hands. at 
the height of the contron- 
tation. 

One black eyewitness 
described the action this 
way: 

“They told us what they 
were going to do before the 
cops came, and when the 
cops marched up they tore 
into them using fists and 
karate chops. 

Baton Rouge Police Chief 
Eddie Bauer, was one of the 
first to be struck. Sporting a 
purple bruise under his left 
eye, he gave this account:

The psychiatry professor 
said his study also showed: 
“Boys of all ages use more 
drugs than girls.

“Urban and suburban 
youths follow the same drug 
usage pattern, but some rural 
communities have not yet felt 
the impact of drugs." 

He studied usage of 
alcohol, marijuana, speed, 
LSD-25, other hallucinogens, 
and heroin. For high school 
age youngsters, the age 
range of more of those sur- 


veyed, results showed: 

--20 per cent of the 
students used alcohol one to 
six times and another 40-50 
per cent used it more than 
six times. 


--15 per cent used 
marijuana one to six times, 
but only about six per cent 
used it more than six times.

Similiar results were received 
for LSD-25. 


--4 per cent used other 
hallucinogens up to six times 
and about six per cent did so 
more than six times.

Proposal which becomes bin- 
ding In July barring interven- 
tlon from the Ohio General 
Assembly. The proposal will 
be presented to the assembly 
betore Jan. 15th by the Ohio 
Supreme Court. 

Section 0 of Rule 38 en- 
titled “juvenile records’ 
Places the confidential seal 
on the names of juvenile of- 
fenders. It states: , 

“All reports of and concer- 
ning juvenile court pro- 
ceedings and decisions, 
whether tn official or unof- 


ficial case reportsuor in the 
news media, shail limit their 
disclosure of the name of a 
party to a juvenile court 
proceeding to the first initials 
of the first, middie and last 
name of the party.” 

A Supreme Court 
spokesman said the rule im- 
plies uniform statewide 
policy.’ Presently each 
juvenile court has has the 
discretion of identifying or 
not identifying an. offender, 
although the usual practice is 
to withhold the name unless 
the accused was involved in 
@ felony crime such as mur- 
der. 

The rules also place a tight 
clamp of secrecy around un- 
sealed records as well, 
Stating that such records will 
Not be disclosed except upon 
@ Court order.

Drunk Drivers 


The City of Cincinnati will be the first 
city in Ohio to operate an Alcohol Safety 
Action Project which is funded under a 
$2,000,000 contract with the Federal 
Department of Transportation and. the 
Safety Department of the city. 


Effective January 15, 1972, eight new 
police cars manned by 10 patroimen and 
two sergeants began patrolling areas of 
Cincinnati with known high incidence of 
drunken drivers between the hours of 8 
p.m. and 4 a.m., supposedly the hours of 
the greatest infraction. 


Drivers who are arrested will be of- 
fered the Blood Alcohol Content Test at 
Central Station, All police on this 
detail are supposed to be trained and 
certified under Ohio Law inthe use of a 
new and more accurate breath analyzer. 
Additional evidence will be collected by 
recording the arrested driver's behavior 
on video tapes. 


In the new procedure there will be an 
attempt to separate the social drinker 
from the habitual drinker. 


ASAP is probably one of the most 
needed programe to come into this area, 
or to go into any area for that matter. 

There are some startling figures regar- 
ding vehicles on the nation’s highways, 
and theré are some equally startling 
figures regarding the number of persons 
who drink and drive while drinking. 
There were more than 108,977,000 
vehicles on the nation's highways, roads 
and streets in 1970. Four out of five 
Americans. over 16 years of age drink 
alcoholic beverages once a8 week or 
more frequently. ; 

Fatalities in highway traffic accidents 
for 1970 were 54,800. Disabling injuries 
were 2,000,000, Property damage was 
$4.7 billion. And the sad part about all 
this is that more than half of the traffic

accidents resulting in fatalities have in- 
volved a driver who had been drinking. 
More than two thirds of these drinkers 
had a history of problem drinking. 


it ASAP was just another method of in- 
creasing the police force, making more 
arrests, and passing out tougher senten- 
ces, then | think it would be useless. 


It might scare some people into beirig 
more conscious about their drunk 
driving, but people don't scare very 
easily or for very long. 


The important aspect about ASAP is 
that there is an attempt to separate the 
social drinker from the habitual problem 
drinker. This is necessary in order to 
begin-to treat drunkness as a sickness 
father than as a crime. Presently it costs 
the City of Cincinnati approximately $500 
to arrest, process, convict, lodge and 
feed one drunk picked-up on the streets 
of Cincinnati and given the maximum 
sentence for drunkness. The average 
habitual drunk goes through that 
Procedure about three times a year. All 
he gets from it is the punishment and all 
the city gets from it is the cost. 


Under the ASAP program, part of the 
Procedure will include a de-toxication 
center where the drunk person will be 
allowed to dry out and then permitted to 
get hospital treatment: This, of course, 
will involve more than just drunk drivers.

The Extremes. It is evident that the 
clout of the extremist is waning.

Therefore, it is not surprising to note 
that some 50 black clergymen in Newark, 
N.J., have come out in opposition to 
LeRoi, Jones and his followers and most 
of the programs they espouse. 

The Rey. Horace P. Sharper, chairman 
of a group of Newark black clergymen, in 
announcing opposition to Jones, is 
quoted as saying: “We may have been 
derelict in the past by our silence, but 
that is over. We intend to work through 
the community groups. and. parent 
organizations to encourage the people to 
speak out and to speak along with 
them.” : 

Rev. Sharper said he has an ad hoc 
committee of some 50 clergymen 
associated with him. 

The .ministers are opposed to the 
recent action by the Newark School 
Board in agreeing to fly the so-called 
black liberation flag at all schools and in 
classes where blacks are a majority of 
the student body. 

One clergyman on the ad hoc commit- 
tee said: “This. will not improve our 
educational system or help our people 
get jobs.” 

George Richardson, a black assem- 
blyman from Essex County, has charged 
that LeRoi Jones and his followers are 
trying to make Newark a “showcase of 
black nationalism.” 

One of the charges against Jones and 
his followers is, that they use “gear tac- 
tics to intimidate black residents,” . 

Across the river in New York Gity, Roy 
Wilkins, executive secretary of the 
NAACP, last week-refysed to meet with a 
protésting group led by Dr. Thomas W.

Local control of the nation’s public 
school system, the mechanism that has 
been employed for years, north, south, 
east and west, to effectively sustain 
racial segregation, may have run into a 
real “Waterloo,” in, of all places, Rich- 
mond, Va. last week the city of Richmond 
and two adjacent suburban counties, 
were ordered by a federal judge to 
merge into one metropolitan district 
before September, in order to break up 
an increasing pattern pf unequal and 
segregated education. 


~ Th the order holds up under the series 


of appeals that are bound to follow, the 
impact across the entire nation could be 
enormous, not alone in the South, where 
the record shows more progress is being 
made toward advancing public school in- 
tegration than in the North and West, but 
in big northern cities who, except for 
their location on the map, differ very little 
from conditions the federal judges found 
in Richmond and vicinity. ~ 


Most significant part of the ruling was 
the opinion of the judges that in Virginia 
{Or Ohio or New York, etc.) it was the 
State’s responsibility to carry on an 
educational system that was in com- 
pliance with the law of the land; that law, 
of course, being the U.S. Supreme 
Court's historic decision to outlaw 
segregated schools. 


In_a_ statement. in..New. York, Jack 
Greenberg, director and chief counsel 
for the NAACP Legal Defense and 
Education Fund, whose bright, young 
lawyers argued the case, hailed the 
tuling as paving the way to equalizing 
school expenditures between cities and 
their suburbs. Most U.S. suburbs spend 
more money per pupil than inner city 
systems. 


Richmond was selected as a prime 
target for the legal battle largely because 
it stood out clearly as a city in which the 
segregation of pupils in the public 
schools was increasing rather than 
decreasing. The schools of Richmond 
afe 70 percent black and those of the 
city’s well to do suburbs, (Chesterfield 
and Henrico Counties) are each about 90 
Percent white. 


Because the latest ruling went far 
beyond the extensive interracial busing

Col, I.K 
Acheampong the junta leader, charged 
the ousted officials with Corruption and 
economic mismanagement. The Colonel 
also complained that the authority of the 
army had been severely curbed and that 
it could no longer exert power over its 
men.

!né 10-year-old struggle of civil rights 
lawyers, climaxed by the Richmond case, 
was sparked by the increasingly 
segregated stance of Richmond schools 
as whites fled the central city — as they 


are doing all over the nation - to the 
suburbs “hostile to black residents" ac- 
cording to one of the ruling judges. 
Where states are given the right to set 
boundary lines, under the famed “neigh- 
borhidod concept”. it has been almost 
impossible to provide either integrated or 
equal quality education for all children. 


According to the court's opinion, 
which required 325 pages, plus exhibits, 
“school district lines within a state are 
matters of political convenience ,,. The 
claims of the defendant counties that 
they had the right to keep their separate 
systems has little merit in the face of 
Past discriminatory practices on the part 
ot all of the defendants,” 


In brief, if the case is brought in the 
city of Cleveland, the effect of the ruling 


. would be to order Cleveland and ad- 


jacent suburbs with little or no in- 
tegration of blacks, to merge into one 
metropolitan unit, and to use whatever 
means necessary — including busing -o 
feverse the trend of all-black and all- 
white, or predominately black or 
predominately white public schools, 


“Just as the city’s geographic borders, 
view on limits upon pupil assignment, do 
not correspond to any real physical ob- 
Stacles, So also are they unrelated to any 
marked practical or administrative 
necessities of schoo! operation,” the 
judges concluded, adding, “the boun- 
daries of Richmond are less ‘than eternal 
monuments to a city planner’s vision.” 


Even with a Supreme Court effectively 
dominated with the kind of conservatives 
brought into it by President Nixon, the 
prospects of frenzied city-state appeals 
of the ruling are not bright. 

One of the newly-installed justices, 
Lewis F, Powell, will almost surely be 
disqualified from. pation, since as. a 
former member of the Richmond City 
Schoo! Board and the Virginia State 
Board of Education, he went along in 
both these bodies in their refusal to act

Most cities have fares. gp oublic. jran- 
“povietion facilities that make if im- 
possible for poor people to venture 
beyond their immediate neighborhoods 
In St. Louis, fof example, the bus fare is 
45 cents. Round-trip costs for a family of 
four for a day's outing at the zoo comes 
to $3.60, ‘and that's just for bus fare 
alone. 

A poor family can't afford that kind of 
expense. Nor can ghetto-dwellers, about 
a third of whom are underemployed or 
unemployed, afford a weekly bus fare tab 
of $4.50 to get to and from work of to 
look tor work. That often comes to a five 
or ten percent bite out of a man’s take- 
home pay. In effect. such high tares 
amount to subsidies to employers and 
downtown businesses by workers who 
can least afford it 


it is clear that if subsidies are to 
become a part of the transportation 
scene, poor people are going to have to 
benefit from them, not pay for Jhem, As 
fares rise. the number of riders talls off 
so that the whole process becomes self- 
defeating. As people become 
discouraged from using trains and buses 
to go to city centers, business falls off 
and.the:social and economic decline of 
whole Urban areas is accelerated, . 


The key fact about U.S. transportation 
policies is that they haven't worked and 
are not working. A couple of years ago 
anyone who argued for free transpor- 
tation would be labelled an eccentric — 
or. worse, Now, people are beginning to 
say “why not?" Experiments like those in 
Rome and the experience Atlanta will 
have with its sharply reduced fares will 
be watched closely by other cities trying 
to get out of the vicious cycle that 
reduces urban mobility and penalizes 
working people. 

As we emerge from the destructive era 
of building Highways and neglecting 
cities, the time is ripe for a new era of a 
sound mass transit policy that will take 
people to their jobs and business centers 
at lower cost, and so help to revitalize 
the cities.

As major consumers of many end 
products the minorities do account for 
extremely heavy monetary outlays suf- 
ficient to make. the difference between 
profit and loss to some industries going 
back. fromthe retailer, the wholesaler, 
the several distributors, the manufac- 
turer, the sub-manufacturer, the refiner 
and the raw material processor. These 
are the areas where time and analysis 
will produce information sufficient to set 
new directions and approaches’ to the 
concept of black capitalism and black 
economic development. 

Another consideration is the structure 
and nature of the business organizations 
which should be developed in order to 
accomplish the task of diverting some of 
the work flow and money income to new 
units of production which. includes the 
black, yellow and red men and their 
potential into the economic mobilization 
base of this country. The economic gaps 
between the black man and the white 
man cannot close if the best means of 
black economic development is 
presumed to be a parallel of the white 
man’s utilization of the many resources 
of this country along with the action and 
interaction of other nations and their 
need for industralization and finished 
capital and consumer goods. 

The supply lines from the supplier of 
raw materials to the retailer of finished 
goods must be shortened or to some ex- 
tent diverted to the benefit of black en- 
trepreneurs if any headway'is to be made 
in economic fulfilment for the black man. 

Poverty programs treat an immediate 
need or existing symptoms of neglect or 
indifference in many areas of concern 
but they cannot in the long run change 
the economic direction or; bent of the 
disadvantaged whole, Next week this 
column will look further into prospects 
for broadening the present economic 
base of minorities within this country. 


Taxpayers Urged To 
Claim All Exemptions 


Washington. D.C. -- The Internal 
Revenue Service is urging all wage ear- 
ners to adjust their Income Tax 
Withholding Exemption Certificates 
(Form W-4) according to the recently 
enacted Revenue Act of 1971. Otherwise, 
many will be subjectgd to over- 
withholding and unnecessary reductions 
in their take-home pay. 


The Internal Revenue Service said new 
withholding provisions of the Tax Law 
apply to all wages paid after January 16, 
1972, and employees should file new 
Exemption Certificates as soon as 
possible. 


The charges if withholding reflect the 
increases in the standard deduction and 
in the personal exemption provided _by 
the 1971 Act and are designed to 
eliminate the major causes of under- 
withholding that many taxpayers ex- 
perienced in 1971, The withholding tax 


rates are adjusted so that single em- 
ployees earning up to $25,000 a year and 
married employees, whose spouses are 
fot employed. with earnings up to 
$31,000 a year can generally expect to 
have their full tax withheld. .

Black Vote Potent Weapon 


This is a political year, to say the least, 
But it is more than just that; it is a period 
in which the most successful efforts at 
political organizing of the black com- 
munity Is possible; It is a crucial juncture 
for the entire black power movement be- 
cause the movement can -now, emerge 
from its rhetoric about power to actual- 
ities of power-building. It is a period in 
which we can clarify the nature of the 
power we seek and also can see tangible 
results of that power; that being “politi- 
cal power.” 

Whatever concepts of power we have 
had and how to attain such power ail 
must now be considered as necessary 
ideological prerequisites to face the uilti- 
mate consideration which is now betore 
sus: political power. We can talk about all 
kinds of power (economic power or 
power that supposedly comes through 
the barrel of a gun; etc.) but it is time 
now to end the debate over the nature of 
fthe power we seek and realize that 
unless we seek political power during 
this period and the years to come, we 
will face the same historical experience 
we have always faced of further suppres- 
sion and oppression of the black com- 
munity. 

Black political power should be our 
thrust, necessitating that we begin to 
organize whatever political structures 
required.to place the black community in 
the position of self-determination and 
wielding the necessary “clout” to bring 
about social change. 

We are still faced with the perennial 
problems.of jobs, housing,. education, 
etc, In each category the political in- 
terests groups of the oppressor have 
been calling the shots. 

This condition will always prevail as 
long as the black community remains 
powerless. We now have in Columbus an 
opportunity to organize and solidify the 
potential political power the black com- 
munity has. We must, therefore, first 
begin to organize coalitions among 
‘black groups of all classes, ages and in- 
stitutions. 

Political organizing is something that 
the black masses are more prone to 
respond to. The very nature of American 
life predisposes the oppressor to 
respond more readily to political action 
than to just street rhetoric, or ‘moral per- 
suasion.” 

Let us remember that we are no longer

70's, In the 60's the Civil Rights move- 
ment had as its main thrust the “moral” 
conscience of America. Concessions to 
the demands and protests of the black 
community were made primarily as a 
result of moral persuasion about the 
Wrongs being done against black Ameri- 
cans. That kind of movement is.now 
dead; it will not work. 

Political action has a different kind of 
persuasive force; it literally removes the 
wrongdoer from his wrongdoing; it 
punishes the wrongdoer, eliminates the 
enemy and rewards those who do what is 
right. It also rewards the people who, 
through political action, got rid of the 
wrongdoers. The people begin to reap 
some of the goodies as consequences of 
their political action: 

The Black Power movement must now 
take on the substantive form of political 


‘action and political movement. This 


means that the entire black Community 
must be organized into some type of 
‘political organization of black Republi- 
cans, Democrats, Black preachers and 
teachers, Black students and the aged. 
There must be some objectives set by 
the Black community around which 
political action is developed. 


Why is there rising unemployment in 
the black community and the community 
as a whole? What's happening to 
threaten our federally funded” programs 
in_our city? Why is there a widespread 
drug addiction problem in our cities? 
Why is the war in Vietnam and southeast 
Asia still continuing? Why, are our youth 
still dropping out of school? If you know 
the answers then you know what the 
black community has got to do, 

We must realize that the white oppres- 
sors fear political action far more than 
our “rhetoric” about Black Power, They 
fear the consequences of black political 
power more than any other form of 
power we may boast of. 


\f We marched down the street with 
guns, they can handle it; if we demon- 
strate in front of government buildings, 
they can handle it; if we held a*mass 
prayer meeting all over the country, they 
can handle it 

But one thing they cannot handle nor 
control nor stop is the decisive results of 
political action of the black community 
if you do not believe what | am saying, 
then why did this country disenfran- 
chised Blacks for-over 350 years?

It is becoming so prevalent that it ap- 
proaches a national epidemic level, Well, 
nature has found another way of dealing 
with the population explosion: kill off the 
newborn through fits of anger

Jones has 
been working primarily in Calumbus 
since Jan. 3. He distributes this literature 
in barbershops and other black operated 
businesses and discusses the recruit- 
ment program with officials of YMCA's, 
Urban Leagues, the NAACP and other 
such organizations 


Maj. Jones is presently serving as 
Command Sergeant Major of the First 
Battalion 136th Field Artillery, 13rd Infan- 
try Brigade 38th Infantry Division-in 
Columbus. As a Special Recruiter, he is 
on loan to the National Guard of Ohio 


,He-sees the reoruftment program as 
providing an Jexcellent opportunity to 
young blacks between the ages of 17 
and 26, to launch a career in the military 
service, receive important technical 
training and earn a “nice sum of money 
at the same time.” 


In selling the program, Maj. Jones. 
who was attached to the National Guard 
headquarters in the Pettagon Building in 
‘Washington during a two month period 
in 1971, stresses the many advantages 
offered Guards. He also emphasizes that 
as Guardsmen the recruits will have 
chance to get training and education 
that will increase their professional com 
petence in the Guard and often -in 
civilian jobs 


Guardsmen, he explains, are given op- 
portunities to pursue courses of instruc- 
tion in the service schools of the Guard 
and active forces. They'll also be able to 
take a variety of correspondence cour- 
ses, he explains 


All recruits must enlist for a period of 
six years and must spend from four to six 
month of active duty with the U.S. Army 
to. complete basic training, They then 
return home to perform regular duties as 
a Guardsmen . 


This means that they are expected to 
attend two weeks-annual training, 
usually during the summer months 
Quring the two week training, Guard- 
smen are paid for-each day of service 
They are also paid a fixed rate for each

ANSWER: No. Your friend and the man 
in the social security office were 
referring 16 an annual report of earings 
A social security retirement beneficiary 
only files this report if he works and his 
earnings go over $1,680 in a year 


QUESTION: | am a single woman who 
will be 65 in 5 months. My regular job is 
not covered by social security, bul a 
number of years ago, | did work part 
time at a job covered by social security. 
Could this part-time work have made 
me eligible for Medicare? 


ANSWER: The part-time work you did 
may make you eligibi¢ to enroll in the 
hospital. insurance part of Medicare 
Since you will be 65 this year, you'll need 
about 3 years of work credit under social 
security to quality for this part of 
Medicare. The people at your social 
security office will be glad to help you 
delarmine if you are eligible for hospital 
insurance 

In addition’, regardiess of the amount 
of work you have had under social 
security, you will be eligible at 65 to sign 
up for the voluntary medical insurance 
part of Medicare 

Be sure to call_pr visit your Social 
security office about 3 months betore 
your 65th birthday to sign up tor 
Medicare 


QUESTION: | am 68 and collect mon- 
thty social security retirement benefits. 
But | also work part-time during the 
year. How often should | ask the social 
secirity office to refigure my benefits 
based on additional earnings to see if | 
am due an increase in my checks?
